Tour features richness of architectural heritage 


The rich architectural heritage of Astoria 
can be but tasted in small bites. The 1995 
historic homes tour combines five interesti ng 
houses with their “intentional gardens,” 
inviting guests to wander both inside and 
outside. 

Sponsored by ae County Historical 
Society, (503) 325-2203, the self-guided tour 
will be held on Saturday and Sunday, Aug. 
12 and 13, from 12 noon until 4 p.m. Tickets 
will be on sale at the Heritage Center 
Museum, 16th and Exchange, only on those 
days beginning at 11 a.m. for $7.50. Children 
15 and under accompanied by adults are free. 

Houses on the tour include: 


Brenham Van Dusen House, 1681 
Franklin. Built circa 1885, the house is now 
owned by Karen Nelson, who shares it with 
tourists as the Columbia River Inn Bed & 
Breakfast. Each bedroom is named for an 
Oregon coast lighthouse. The garden features 
a gazebo and a “stairway to the stars.” Born 
in Astoria in 1856, Brenham was Astoria’s 
first real estate and insurance agent. 
Grandson Willis Van Dusen is Astoria’s cur- 
rent mayor. 

Chris Schmidt House, 1510 Franklin, was 
built in 1910 for the widely-known fish can- 
nery owner. In 1937, it was purchased by 
Albert Engebretson, OSU extension service 


agent who developed grass seeds. The pre- 
sent owners, Samantha Smith and Michael 
Williams, have no problem with grass in 
their colorful garden. The house is known as 
“the pink house on Franklin.” 

Carleton B. Allen House, 1656 Irving. 
Built in 1906, the house was designed by 
Astoria’s famous architect, John E. Wicks. 
Present owners Randy and Debra Gunderson 
Bowe enjoy their oriental antiques as well as 
their new Japanese garden in the front yard. 

George and Maude Fulton House, 707 
Eighth Street, was built in 1883. Now known 
as Inn-Chanted Bed and Breakfast, the house 
was on the 1993 Oregon Trail tour. Owners 


Dick and Dixie Swart appreciate their spa- . 
cious garden for making the house seem to 
be in a rural setting. The Fulton family, relat- 
ed to the pioneer Hobsons, have provided 
Astoria with several generations of doctors 
and lawyers. 

John Eldridge House, 721 Exchange, is an 
attractive 1906 Dutch Colonial Revival style 
just behind Flavel House Museum. Owners 
Larry and Elaine Lumbra’s garden proves 
what hard work can do to a hillside covered 
with blackberries. The house is bound to 
please eclectic antique lovers. Little is known 
of machinist Eldridge who moved away in 
1909.
